‘Khe Hellograph.
Many readers were puzzled, no doubt
by the statements made in the dispateh-
os that General Roberts, while be-
sioged at Sharpur near Cabul, could
communicate with commanders at oth:
er points. He did this by means of
the heliograph, in regard to which this
explanation is made by the New York
Herald : “This heliograph is an appa-
ratus for telegraphing by means of the
sun's rays. It is composed of a ocircu-
lar mirror, revolving on a horizontal
axis, By means of adjusting screws
the rays of the sun can be made to
fall on any desired point of the mirror
which can be worked by the operator
g0 that the flash shall be of any length
varied or grouped to represent letters
or words composing messages The
range is very great, and its signals in-
telligible without a glass to the dis-
tanca of fifty miles, General Roberts,
before taking his preseat position, es-
tablished a telegraph station at Khost
and hence flached signals baock to
Buunee, & distance of sixty miles,
This officicer, it is said, has for some
time been urging the wore goneral
adoption of the heliograph in the Brit-
ish army, and now, in this perilous,
beleagured position, finds it so. inval-
uable aid in procuring timely  sucoor.

An Englisiman's Impressions
of Amevicun Kindliness.

ests teemied with life and a fow acres
of cleared land furnished sufflcient,
in addition to the supplies of fish and
game, for the support of the peuple.
There were no railroads, norapid trans-
portation, and scarcely any markets,
The work of clearing away the forests
was arduous, but the pewly cleared
grounds produced liberal orops with
small attention. There was no rush
of business, apd the fagilitios for dis-
sipation were masser The rowdyiog,
brutal element indulged in whisky and
fisticuffs at the villages on Saturday—
and either huated or toiled during the
remaioder of the week.

Here and there school-houses were
built, which were -at once school-
houses, churches, and seats of mock
legislatures, debating clubs er literary
societies. When a book came into a
neighborhood it went the rounds, and
wag read and largely remembered by
every iotelligent person, young and
old, within the circle of local assooi-
ation. The mock legislatars, the de-
batera and youthful essayists at once
gathered strength from its contents and
formed their sentences upon its mod-
els. Poetry nnd eloquence, while they
are the lightest forms of mental effort
in whioh the refived snd cultured of
all ages have expressed the diviner
emotions of the soul, are also the first
in whioh a new civilization gives voice
to its hopes and aspirations or chron-
icles its progress. While ours is not
a new oivilization, in' the strictest in-
terpretation of the word, it isan ex.
tension of an old civilization into new
fields under such conditions as to yen-
der it peeculiarly sensitive to the
charms of eloguence and poetry.

Our early poets ‘were found among
the farmers, the struggling young law-
yers and physicians, the poorly paid
editors and printers, and the mothers
of growiog families. Many wlio have
sinca become famous in political and
professional fields, wooed the muses
then. Fifty years ago “the West” was
not without a poetical literature, nei-
ther was it devoid of literary centers
and literary pubiications.

In the year 1789, Return Joonathan
Meigs read a poem of considerable
length and much real merit ata Fourth
of July celcbration at Marietts, Ohio.
The progress of poetieal literature in
